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WOMEN MAY LEARN 


FOOD CONSERVATION 


FEDERATION OF WOMEN'S CLUBS 


PLANS TO TEACH ONE WOMAN 


FROM EACH COUNTY IN THE 


STATE. 


Believing that the conservation of 


the food supply of the country will 
have much to do with the outcome of 
the present war, and that the women 
of Florida will be willing to do every- 
thing possible to help in the matter 
of food conservation if they can be 
instructed along the necessary lines 
by persons competent to give these 
instructions, the Florida Federation 
of Women's Clubs, through Its presi- 
dent, has undertaken to arrange for a 
.short course of instruction along this 
line for the women of the state, pro- 
viding the women of the state will 
show sufficient interest in the mat- 
ter to insure success in the under- 
taking. 


The plan is to have a short course 


at the State College for Women at 
Tallahassee next month, one woman 
from each county to be sent by the 
combined Women's clubs of the coun- 
ty to take the instruction and then 
return home and impart those in- 
structions to the women of her coun- 
ty through the Women's clubs. 


No action on the matter has been 


taken by the local woman's club, but 
the plan is fully explained in the fol- 
lowing letter received by Mrs. G. M. 
Marshall, president of the New Smyr- 
na Woman's club: 
•"Dear Madam President: 


"It is altogether possible that a 


short course of one week at the Flor- 
ida State College for "Women, follow- 
ing the week of September 9th, can 
be arranged with the co-operation of 
the clubs of the state, for club women. 
Your response, however, must be 
prompt and definite. 


"Thft neud is 1'or one energetic, en- 


thusiastic, untiring club woman from 
each county in the state. 
For this 


(.ounty representative, it is thought 
that one week's free- tuition and board 
at the college can be arranged if the 
club, or clubs, of each county can ar- 
range for the selection of such a wo- 
man, 
and see that railroad fare is 


provided each way. 


The woman selected should be in 


entire sympathy with the campaign 
now on for the production and con- 
servation of food and the elimination 
of was<e. She should be willing upon 
her return home to organize your 
county thoroughly and assist 
the 


county agent in every way possible, 
to enlist all your citizens for the 
work. 


"The short course would be open 


to any other club woman who wished 
to take advantage of the same. The 
expense would be only the railroad 
fare to and from Tallahassee, plus the 
$4 for one week's board and tuition. 


"The county agents would be pres- 


ent, and speakers of national fame 
from other states, which would fur- 
nish a rare opportunity for informa- 
tion. There Is so much to learn now, 
in regard to food supplies that can 
not be taught by the county agents 
alone. 


"There would 
be

wonderful 


week's program of food values, menus 
of Florida foods, preparation of peas, 
beans, etc., meat substitutes, canning, 
the use of these foods, marketing, 
storing food, household management, 
In order to cut expenses, etc. 


"A« this Is, In a "sense, all war re- 


lief work, and as the success of the 
war will, to a great degree, hinge on 
the food supply, and, as It Is claimed 
that the south does not feed Itself, 
and, as this Is the flrst thine of this 
kind planned for club women In any 
state, will yon not give this matter 
immediate attention and notify Miss 
Agnes Ellen Harris. Florida State Col- 
lege for Women, Tallahassee, of the

TELEPHONE FRANCHISE 
ACCEPTED BY COUNCIL 


QUESTION OF GRANTING THE 


FRANCHISE IS TO BE SUBMIT- 


TED TO A VOTE OF THE 


PEOPLE. 


The question of granting a new 


franchise to tue Brevard County Tele- 
phone company to operate the tele- 
phone exchange business in this city 
will be submitted to a vote of the 
people, according to the terms of the 
franchise, which was presented to the 
city council at the regular August 
meeting held Tuesday night, accept- 
ed and passed by the council on flrst 
reading. 
The ordinance 
contain- 


ing the 
franchise 
will be given 


Its second reading at the adjourned 
meeting 
to be held next Tuesday 


night, and its third reading and pass- 
age at the same time, if the full coun- 
cil Is present. 
The date for the 


special election for acceptance or re- 
jection will be set at that time. 


The franchise as submitted by the 


telephone company called for a pe- 
riod of thirty years, but this was 
changed at tliu suggestion of some 
members of tho council to twenty 
years. 
It grants the telephone com- 


pany no privileges not now enjoyed 
by the company under its old fran- 
chise, but one advantage is gained 
by the city In a provision by which 
the telephone company agrees to pay 
the city the sum of $30 per year 
during the Ufa of the franchise. An-

$50,000 FOR HALIFAX 


AND INDIAN RIVERS 


THIS AMOUNT WILL BE AVAIL- 


ABLE NEXT YEAR IF SENATOR 


TRAMMELL SUCCEEDS IN HIS 


PLAN. 


Senator Park Tratnmell 
recently 


offered an amendment to appropriate 
$50,000 for the maintenance and im- 
provement of that portion of the East 
Coast canal over which the govern- 
ment exercises control. 
His amend- 


ment provided that no part of the 
money should be used to improve any 
part of the canal that is privately 
owned. 
The appropriation for Indian 


river in the bill as passed Is the 
small amount of J6.000, which Sena- 
tor Trammel! believes entirely insuf- 
ficient. 
The senator 
said in part: 


"I 
offer 
this amendment because 


there is a great public demand for 
aid and I think the project an ex- 
ceedingly meritorious one. By main- 
taining this canal the East Coast of 
Florida will derive a great benefit 
from having competition with the on- 
ly railroad that traverses that part 
of the state of Florida. 
The canal 


runs through the territory from Jack- 
sonville to Miami, a distance of 366 
miles, and was constructed by a pri- 
vate company, but connects with the 
Indian and Halifax rivers, over which 
the canal company or the state of 
Florida have no control. 
The state 


of Florida, through legal proceedings, 
has compelled the canal company to 
maintain a certain width and depth, 
but the canal company has no au- 
thority or cannot be compelled to 
maintain or improve the Indian and 
Half ax rivers. 
The object and pur- 


pose of this amendment is that there 
may be an appropriation under which 
the government can have its part of 
the waterway maintained at the same 
standard which the state is seeking

mile* of the canal maintained. This

seel inns ol' my state. 
The people 


iced the additional transportation fa- 
cilities and the competition which is 
possible by opening tor them the en- 
tire waterway to the required depth."

Most ot the 
boys found shelter in an abandoned 
palmetto covered hut. and the rest 
crawled under the wagon. During the 
rain the scoutmaster and the boys 
who were under the wagon lost their 
shelter when the horse decided to 


the boys started on, but found It hard 
going for a time as the road was 
overflowed. 


The boys pitched their tents for the 


night on the side of a pine woods hill 
about 12 miles north of Titusville 
built fires, prepared supper, driec 
their clothes, and to the surprise of 
all they found very few mosquitoes. 


Sunday morning, bright and early, 


breakfast was prepared and the boys 
were on their way by 7 o'clock. They 
arrived in the outskirts of Titusville 
iboiit 11 o'clock and prepared their 
lunch. 
They were furnished a sur- 


prise when the members of the Ti- 
tusville troop of Scouts arrived with 
a truck and carried them to the home 
of Mrs. Geo. nobbing, where tents 
were pitched on the lawn. Mrs. Rob- 
bins very kindly made coffee for the 
boys and served supper for them.

PLANS TO TEACH ONE WOMAN 


FROM EACH COUNTY IN TH 


STATE. 


Believing that the conservation o 


the food supply of the country wi 
have much to do with the outcome o 
the present war, and that the wome 
of Florida will be willing to do every 
thing possible to help in the matte 
of food conservation if they can b 
instructed along the necessary line 
by persons competent to give thes 
instructions, the Florida Federatio! 
of Women's Clubs, through Its pres 
dent, has undertaken to arrange for a 
.short course of instruction along thi 
line for the women of the state, pro 
viding the women of the state wil 
show sufficient Interest in the mat 
ter to insure success in the under 
taking. 


The plan is to have a short coursi 


at the State College (or Women a 
Tallahassee next month, one womai 
from each county to be sent by thi 
combineu Women's clubs of the coun 
ty to take the instruction and then 
return home and impart those in 
structions to the women of her coun 
ty through the Women's clubs. 


No action on the matter has been 


taken by the local woman's club, bu' 
the plan is fully explained in the fol 
lowing letter received by Mrs. G. M 
Marshall, president of the New Smyr 
na Woman's club: 
•"Dear Madam President: 


"It is altogether possible that a 


short course of one week at the Flor 
Ida State College tor "Women, follow 
ing the week of September 9th, can 
be arranged with the co-operation ol 
the clubs of the state, for club women 
Your response, however, must 
be 


prompt and definite. 


"The need is for one energetic, en 


thusiastlr, untiring club woman from 
each county in the state. 
For this 


county representative, it is thought 
that ono week's rrce tuition and board 
at the college can be arranged if the 
club, or clubs, of each county can ar 
range for the selection of such a ' 
man, 
and see that railroad 
fare 


provided each way. 


The woman selected should be in 


entire sympathy with tho campaign 
now on for the production and con 
servatlon of food and the elimination 
of wasie. She should be willing upon 
her return home to organize your 
county 
thoroughly and assist 
the 


county agent in every way possible, 
to enlist all your citizens for the 
work. 


"The short course would be open 


to any other club woman who wished 
to take advantage of the same. Tho 
expense would be only the railroad 
fare to and from Tallahassee, plus the 
$4 for one week's board and tuition.

from other states, which would fur- 
nish a rare opportunity for informa- 
tion.
